An Update on Baby Gus 


(NOTE: Little Gus Joubert is the grandson of a faithful pastor- 
servant and most eminent Bible scholar, our friend Pastor Scott 
Libby of the Irasburg GBC of Vermont—Pastor Reese) 


The parents (Mark & Amanda Joubert) of Baby Gus have 
communicated through several emails yesterday, on 
Saturday (2/10/24), which was the day of a major procedure 
involving the closing up of Gus’ chest, which had been left 
open for medical reasons. The first email is from 11:39 AM: 


“We left Gus a little while ago. They're prepping for the 
procedure now. The goals, as far as we understand, are to 
clean out the thoracic cavity, close the sternum, place a new 
central line, deploy a wound vac over the site for healing, & 
hope that his heart, lungs, & blood pressure tolerate it all. Now 
we wait and pray -- the hope is that #1 his heart and lungs 
tolerate the different pressure that comes with having his chest 
closed, and #2 that his body doesn't overreact in terms of 
inflammation of vasoplegia.”—Mark & Amanda 


The second email came from Mark about 1:00 PM: 


“Overall, he's doing well. Now we hope his blood pressures will 
remain stable AND high enough, and then we will need to work 
on his right lung which is still partially collapsed, and then 
some Cath procedures, etc. Many steps yet to go, many things 
to pray for, but this was a big step in the right direction!”
